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TRIBUTE TO MY MOTHER 
. (Baughter of Sarah Jane Beghtol Hooker) 
Taken from "The Life of Tom and Della Hooker Ingles" 


These few words are too small a thing to be considered a tribute 
in the light of the greater Tribute I have been writing for the past 
year. For, about a year ago, I started writing the story of my parentst 
lives -- the writing necessitating hundreds of letters full of questions 
to my Mother. With all the pressure of carrying on her affairs, she was 
alweys ready and happy to anewer all the questions IJ might send -- new 
ones constantly being propounded in the light of each new bit from her 
last letter. ‘Jriting this story of "The Life of Tom and Della Ingles" 
has been one of the mest satisfying experiences of my life, for the 
knowledze of what my parents have gone through in the living of their 
lives has beer a great inspiration to me in my own life. If there is 
one thing more than another about my Mother which I admire, and which 
has influenced me more than anything else, it is her innate cow ag@e 
From her first crushing heartache at the age of twenty-one when she lost 
her fiftsen-month-old little daughter in death, on through the years 
which included, at one time or another, most of the vicissitudes t hat 
common man is heir to, she has alvays been able to come through her 
trials and heartaches with the ability to once more turn & smile to- 
wards the worlde 


The most dominant thing about her personality has always been 
her ability to throw herself whole-heartedly into anything she under=- 
took. She has always been "on the go" -=- to her there is no such th ing 
as standing stills; for if you aren't going forward, you're going back-= 
wards, The expression "not a lazy bone in her body" I think typifies her, 
even though she would undoubtedly be much better off physically if she 
dia take i% easier ~- but something within her just can't tolerate the 
thousht of merely existing her life out. Even with the knowledge that 
she shoul2 be careful of a heart condition, she has chosen to carry on 
her life ss she would have it. She has taken great pride, as well she 
shovld, in the fact that with no previous experience she has been able 
to carry on her husband's Real Estate business since his death, She 
might never have tackied this, and instead gone to live with one of her 
children ~- sho 424d come for a visit -- but before long she was restlesse 
She was not satisfied to end out her life in that way; she must "prove 
by the doing” that there was still an active place for her in the world. 


Another of her most dominant characteristics is her strong social 
instinct. Her lively conversation and interested and sympathetic concern 
with the affairs of her neighbors, be they in joy or in sorrow, has made 
her a friend worth having. I doubt if there is a person who was ever a 
real friend d@iring the more than a quarter of a century she spent in 
Redfield, who is not today still a fricnd. Any temporary disagreements 
were sweot avay in the calmer realization of all the little kindnesses 
she had done in the: past -- for if you are her friend, nothing is too 
good for youe Of the hundreds of pieces of lovely fancy work she las 
done during her life-time, she now has only a few. They were usu al ly 
given avay beforc they were even finished; for if a friond admired 
something, it was herse 


She has spent a considerable part of her life doing for thase 
around her whose lot for the moment might be harder than hers; and 
whether the call for assistance came from them or from the activitics 
of her business, or from soms project of her beloved Star, she could be 
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depended upon as a ready and tireless worker. An honest interest in 
the problems of others, and an openness of mind, has made her a confi- 
dant of many people, and I have no doubt tha’ she has "“mothered"™ many 
more than the four children of her owne 


‘hen some day the death, which must touch all, comes to her, her 
jolly, happy~-¢o--lucky, many~sided personality, her kindly consideration 
for all those with whom sic came in contact. will for a long tim be 
missed -~ as were the same traits in her husband. I know that now, . 
five years after ry Father's death, there is many a person in Redficld 
who still oftes says to himself, "Er wish I could go talk it over with 
Tom,” ia Ghat way, tov, i taink she earrics on his wrx, for when I 
visited her, more than cne person stopped by to talk over some tangle 
about theiz property os in tei Lives. I hope that when someday I am 
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lefs behind, I,may carry on "Tas Stcry of Tom and Della Ingles" with as 
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much kindness and courage as tney have, as may my children after mee

Giving Beghtol Family History 
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Blandinsville, Ill. 
May 2&7, 1942 


Dear Relative, 

I don't think I know much of anything that you don't already know. You speak 
of the three brothers that came over from Germany. I have heard our people talk 
of their experiences of that trip, while traveling thru the country, intending to 
locate in the west. They made camp in what is now Cincinnati, Ohio. The towm was 
just being laid out, the officials deeded them 10 acres if they would remain there. 
This tract of land was what is now the heart of Cincinnati. Tney remained there a 
period of time, then got dissatisfied and moved to Knob Creek, Ky. 

Now you spoke of Aunt Betty Colliard. Yes she was the daughter of Abraham Begh- 
tol. She married Scott Colliard. She had no children and spent her declining years 
with me. 

There is a Beghtol who is president of a bank in Davenport, Iowas. You might 
be able to trace some from hin. 

William Beghtol had three boys, Ballard, George (myself) and Samuel and 3 girls 
Alice Abigail and Maria. Ballard had 2 boys and a girl. One boy died in infancy. 
George had 2 boys and 4 girls, Sam had 1 girl and two boys, Alice had no children, 
Abbie had 2 girls. Maria had 8 boys and one died in infancy and one fem beste 

Now this is about all I know of the Beghtol generation.

Dear Mrs. Maes, 
I received your most welcome letter. You said something about Angero and Thomas 
Beghto. They were my brothers. Hervey was the other brother. tiinerva Alice was 
my sister. Sister Alice and I are the only ones living. iy father and mother are 
dead. ily mother was Diana Paully. lily father was Josuah Beghtol. I don't know 
my grandmother and grandfather's name. I have forgotten. They died before I was 
born. My father had a brother “eonard an one Abe and one rete, anda sister lMah- 
alia, one Sue, one Louisa, and one Rurah. She married Samels. Aunt Sue married 
Hopkins, Aunt Lou married Goldsmith, Aunt Mahala Horine. I have the pictures 
of cousin Felden (Fieldon?) and wife, Cousin Billie and family, They are dead. You 
asked of Henry Beghtol. He was in the War. He was Yncle Leonard's son. He is dead. , 
Has 2 children living. They live on my grandfather's place. I wanted to go up there 
yesterday and looked for my son to take me as it is not far. My grandfather's 
house burned down, but built anotner since. I heard my father tell of that chopping 
and his grandfather went and lir, Ludlow was one and they settled there. The Beghtol 
had 10 out-lots and 10 in-lots. They were Beghto Park, Beghtol St, and he told of 
that lady that lost her husbend. The Beghtols were Baptist. I think my grandfother 
was German and my grandma Irish. Uncie Pete has one son living. He is so hard of 
hearing and I can't talk to him. So is my sister. I am the mother of 8 children. 
7 living. She left a girl 9. I have her. She is 15 going to high school. I have 
14 grandchildren and 6 great grandchildren. I have cousins in California.

Dear Cousin, 

I am your grandmother Sarah Jane Beghtol Hooker's niece, I am sending you a 
copy of the record of the Beghtol family that my father copied from the family re- 
cord when we left my grandmother's old farm home in 1877 and I have never been back 
there since. Aunt Malvina died in Henry County, Mo, Silas Beghtol died on Grand- 
ma Beghtol's farm. I believe Grandma Sarah Ann Beghtol was born in Indiana. Grand- 
pa Beghtol was from Ky. The Beghtols were Union Baptists, I believe.

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Information from David D. Bruner 
or Industry, lit: 

It seems that Peter Beghtol (1782-1865) married Polly Bruner. They had a dau- 
ghter, named Maria (Beghtol—Bruner- Swink) and one child who died in infancy. This 
Maria Beghtol married Jacob Bruner, my great grandfather. Four children were born 
namely: David Bruner, my grandfather, Margaret Ann Bruner (iiner) Kate Bruner 
(Fowler) and Esther Bruner (Dennis) all born in Ky. While moving to Ill. Jacob 
Bruner died of the "milk sick" as it was cal-ed, a mysterious ailment in those 
days. We now knoy that it is caused by using milk from animals that have eaten white 
snakeroot, a weed that grows in certain wooded areas or along the borders. It was 
common in those days;there was no correct idea as to its cause or cure. 


Peter Beghtol then married Catherine Bruner, according to your letter, and 
four children were born to them. Then he married Sarah Evans and 16 children were 
born to them. It is the wmderstanding among the folks of the present generation 
that this lost marriage proved most agreeable to all concerned. Mr. Beghtol in-~ 
formed his grovm up daughters of his intentions and though they were considerably 
older than the 16 year old bride-to-be and all would have to occupy tkhe*crowded 
hone together they welcomed the idea of a stepmother and readily took her in and 
treated her with all the honor and respect_that they had given their real mother. 
One of the children of this marriage visited in this locality in 1910, but £ have 
been unable to find out her name. Supposed to have lived in Astoria. 


Some time before this marriage Peter Swink, a young man, proposed marriage to 
the widow Maria Beghtol Bruner. She felt that the support of a wife and four child- 
ren would be too much of a burden for a young man starting out in life and declined 
the offer. Later her father, Peter Beghtol offered to help them get settled finan- 
cially, and she accepted. It is related that she and whe other girls helped to 
get up a sumptuous dinner for her father and his young bride and then she and Pet-— 
er rode away and were married. Three children were born to this union, ivartha Jane 
Swink, who married William Beghtol; George Swink who died in Colorado (He was quite 
active in developing Rocky Ford, Colo.); Maria Elizabeth Swink, who married Levi 
Chipman. These folks were half brothers and sisters of my grandfather David Bruner. 
Grandfather was very fond of his stepfather, Peter Swink, often saying that he could 
have been no better to him if he had been his owm father. I remember that during 
Peter Swink's last illness Grandfather and Grandmother Bruner or one of the girls 
would drive some 20 miles every Sunday, regardless of weather or roads to spend the 
day with "Grand Pap" Swink. Every Sunday morning sometimes before day break they 
would start out in the old topless and curtainless hack, or sometimes a home-made 
jumper (sled) and not get home until night fall. 


My line runs as follows: Peter Beghtol, hiaria Beghtol Bruner Swink, David Brun- 
er, ilillard Bruner and myself David Downen Bruner. I have two brothers young than 
I--Thomas A and Fred E, of Macomb, Ill. My father, Millard Filmore died at Mexico, 
Missouri in 1919. Mother is still living in iJacomb, Ill. 1 have two sons and two 
daughters all away from home and two grand-daughters 


One of David Bruner's grand-daughters (my cousin) named iirs Albert Thompson 
lives at Palmyra, Wisconsin R.F.D. She has taken some interest in the Bruner Gen- 
ealogy and might throw some light on the uatter.

DATA FROM BELLE DARING, Rocky Ford, Colo, daughter of George Swink: 

I do not know where Peter was born. He was my father's father. As I was born in 
Colo, I know very little of the Beghtol families. There was a Levi Beghtol who liv- 
ed with us for several years. He was married but his wife died many years prior to 
his death. I don't recall knowing her. I remember their speaking of 'm. Beghtol. 

My father was born in Kentucky. I think Breckinridge County. 
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Dear Relative, 

In answer to your letter, I don't know if I can be of much benefit to you, but 
will do the best I can from what I know. I would think we were about end or 3rd cou- 
sins from what I figure. In the first place Glen was mistaken about his great great 
grendfather's name on the Beghtol side of the house; his name was Abraham Beghtol. 
He came from Ky. 15 miles south of Louisville, Bullitt county on what was called 
Nob Creek. Abraham had 4 children: William, one boy was lost in the Mexican War--- 
never got home, and his two girls, Melissa and Betty. Melissa married Fieldon 
Beghtol, who came from Kentucky, second cousin of hers. Abraham Beghtol settled in 
Missouri, Carlton county, and died there and was buried in Missouri. The Peter thut 
Glen spoke about was Peter Swink, my mother's father. He was buried in the Beghtol 
cemetery in the flatwoods.

Here is the history of my father's family: 


Wiliiaia Beghtol is the son of Abraham Beghteol. Abraham Beghtol is the cousin of 
Peter Beghtol thatlived in the Flatwoods. Abraham Beghtol married Sarah Pohon,. To 
this union were born 4 children, 2 boys and @ girls: William Beghtol, iielissa Begh- 
tol, Betty Beghzol Colyard and one boy who died. My father's name was William Begh- 
tol He marcied ilartha Jane Swink. She was the deughter of Maria Beghtol Swink, the 
daugr.ter cf Peter Beghtol and his first wife. There were eight of us children, but 
only 4 cf us are livhg now: George, Sam, Abbie and nyself. Ballard, Alice, Anna and 
Ulysses arc dead. I will give you the history of the Peter Beghtol that lived 
jn the Flawoods. His first wife died and left hin with two children, a boy and 
a girl, The boy diced and the girl's neme was tigria. She was my grandmother. The 
second wife was a sister to his first wife. She died and left him with 7 children- 
four boys: Ladan, Silas, Uream, and Levi. The girls wer Lizzie Swift, Jane Meadows y 
and iielvina Dewes. The third wife's name was Sarah, They had 16 children. There 
were 25 by the 5 women.

pp. 824--~"Bechtol, William, who formerly carried on farming on an extensive scale 
in Eldorado Township, McDonough county, Ii1, but is now living 2 retired life in 
Industry, I11, was born in Bullitt county, Ky., Aug. 24, 1829, He is a son of Ab- 
raham and Sarah Pohon Bechtol. The grandparents were Henry and Elizabeth (Horine) 
Bechtol, and Willian and Elizabeth (King) Pohon, of whom the maternal grandfather 
was of English birth. The subject of this sketch came to Schuyler County, Ill. 
in 1853, and worked there one year on 4 farm. He cane thence to McDonough County 
and bought 160 acres of land in Eldorado Towmship, where he lived from 1854 to 1873. 
In the last namei year he went to Rocky Ford, Bent County, Colo., and became associ- 
ated with nis brother-in-law, George W. Swink. In 1876 he sold out his interest in 
the concern and returned to the home place in licDonough County. There he lived 
until May, 1897 when he retired from fa ming, movei to the town of Industry and 
purchased a residence which he novr occupies. He is the ovmer of 680 acres of land 
comprising three farms in Eldorado Tormship, one in Industry Twp and one in Bethel 
Twp.

Ve are very sorry but we cannot find the name of Peter Beghtol or Bechtel in 
any of our local material. 411 our information regarding the first white male 
child born in Cincinnati speaks of a William Moody, There is another claim that 
Sam Hamilton was the first white child born in Cincinnati an that he was still 
living in Powersville, Ky. in Novemeber, 1884, In the Cincinnati directory for 1819 
is listed a Henry Bechtle on Second Street. He might have possibly been of this 
family, but that is all the information we can find. Have you tried the Louisville 
Courier-Journal? Perhaps they might help you. In Collins History of Kentucky, vol. 
Ry Pp. 455 we find the following information: 

On the 7th of January, 1789, 30 in-lots and 30 out-lots, one of each, were drarm 
by lottery, at Losantiville, according to the contract with the proprietors, by the 
dast 15 names above and the following 15:

The first family that settled at Losantiville is unknown, Francis Kennedy, 
with his wife and seven children (one of them, iirs Rebecca Reeder, was still liv- 
ing at Pleasant Ridge, in 1859) reached Losantiville on Feb. 8, 1789, and found 
there three women, iiss Dement, daughter of James Dement, lirs Constance Zenes 
(afterwards married to Wm. McMillan), and Mrs Pesthal, a German wonan, with some 
small children. There were but three little cabins there, all without floors; in 
these the surveyors and chain-carriers lived, By the 10th of April, ir. McHenry 
had arrived, with two sons and two daughters, all grown; and a Mr. Ross with a 
small family.

Thus far the only information I have is the fact that on Sept 22, 1752 a ceri- 
ain Peter Bechtel arrived in Philadelphia from Buroce. At the moment I have found 
nothing on him, In the payers of Jesse Bechtel I find a letter from Della A Bech- 
tel of 1628 Mifflin St. Huntingdon, Pa. To this letter is attached a statement 
Saying three brothers, Peter, John and Samuel Bechtel came to America together, 
Peter and John settling on adjoining farms in Huntingdon County near Graffton, in 
1802. She says that her ancestor, Peter Bechtel was born 1774, died 1855, that his 
wife was Susan Aumen, born 1776, died 1448; that they had nine children. The dif- 
ficulty with this record is th..t this Peter Bechtel's dates do not fit with those 
you have given of your ancestor. So this must be another Peter Bechtel, I have 
just returned from Hartford Ct. and search has revesled a Peter Bechtel son of 
Christopher Bechtel (1680-1762). Christopher B. settled in Exeter Two, Berks Coun-— 
ty Pa. prior to 1733. This Peter B. has at least 2 brothers: Jacob Bechtel 1720-

We have the sane "tradition" of which you s eak of three Bechtel boys coming 
from Germany quite some time ago and se, arating after awhile. An uncle of mine wro- 
te me recently repeating the statement. I have never been able to get back that 
far or to learn anything about this supeosedly criginal family. iiy uncle says that 
we are from the one who settled in Pennsylvania. However as far back as 1806 our 
our family was already settled in Ohio so it is possible that we come from the 
Ohio man. As far back as I can go Henry Bechtel was born, prvbably in Fairfield 
county, Ohio, in 1806. He was the father of my grandfather Daniel Bechtel, who was 
also born in Fairfield county Ohio in 1828 and moved te Wyandotte county Ohio in 
1832.

New- 
ton Bechtel who died in Seattle, Wash. and wnose children still live there. There 
were also two girls: Wary Bechtel Nye who died in Forest Ohio.

There are other Bechtels in Detroit whe secm to come from an entirely differ- 
ent source, claiming to be of Swiss origin. I have seen a beok they printed but:

I remember liejor Evans wearing his tall black sil hat and his cut 
away coat and his white stiff bosom shirt taich was one of the week's tasks 
to kesp him in. He omed cuite a lot of land but in later years sold it. 
Grandmother Evans was a beautiful serson in her girlhood and carried this 
on as years went by. She looked so much lixe lartha Washington and Samuel 
Evans would say, "Isn't she beautiful, I had her to wear this yellow buff 
dress today." He would walk »roudly around her with his walking stick. I 
imagine they did make a striking couple as I described hin dressed. 


Samuel Evan's property was burned at time of Civil ‘War by Bushvackers, ana Samuel 
was hanged for being a Pacifist which they interpreted as being sympathy 
for the Northern Cause. His wife Sally came and cut him coym and carried 
food to him in a hideaway by putting food under hoop skirts and carrying 
it to hin that way.
